'an alarming and dangerous precedent 
‘which would not for one moment be 
j tolerated in the mother country. It 
|was the duty of the government to 
| close up those charges before appeal- 
ing to the people, and that could 
have been done in one week. 

“* Several witnesses summoned by 
the committee are in Ottawa today 
ready to’ give their evidence on 
Tuesday next. That committee and 
all its powers of inquiry will be wip- 
ed out of existence by the dissolution 
of government in deliberately burying 
this inquiry on the eve of an appeal

Wilfrid Laurier said tnat opposition 

When in Montreal last week. Sir 
to the reciprocity agreement was the 
work of Canadian and Imperial jin- 
goes, he cut deeper than he thought. 
His stinging characterization of those 
who oppose the agreement will be re- 
senteh by thousands whose attitude 
has been determined by consideration 
as disinterested anh patriotic as ever 
moved any body of men to take a 
stand on a national issue. 

The late Robert Meighen ‘of Mon- 
treal was one who felt deeply. the 
uncalled for characterization of . Sir 
Wilfrid. A friend, who conversed with 
him on the day before his death, xre- 
calls a portion of the conversation as 
follows: . ; 

“He referred to Sir Wilfrid’s 
speech of the night before. He took 
exception to the Prime Minister de- 
nouncing the opponents of reciproc- 
ity as ‘Imperialistic jingoes.”. ‘He 
insulted me and people .like me,’ 
said Mr. Meighen. ‘I have as good 
a right to my views as has Sir 
Witfrid. I- have demonstrated a 
capacity for success, just as he 
has ; and he has not worked harder 
in the general interest than I have. 
His denunciation of my ideas I 
don’t mind; but he has no right 
to stigmatize me and people like 
me for holding them. Mr. Meighen 
then quoted these words : ‘The Em- 
pire is my country, and Canada is 
my home, and he added: ‘I am as 
good a Canadian as Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier.’ ’”’ 

Talk as some may that opposition 
to reciprocity is the work of blatant 
jingoes and greedy monopolists, but 
the truth is that this issue has touch- 
ed the hearts of many of the best 
and noblest in the land. 


The Object of the Pact 


I have said that this was a critical 
time in the solution of the question 
of reciprocity. It is critical because 
uniess it is now decided favorably to 
reciprocity, it is exceedingly probable 
that no such opportunity will ever 
again come to the United . States. 
The forces which are at work. in 
England and‘in Canada to separate 
her by a Chinese wall from the Unit- 
ed States. and to’ make her part of 
an Imperial commercial band reach- 
ing from England sround the world 
to England again by a system of 
preferential tariffs, will derive an 
impetus from the rejection of this 
treaty, and if we would have reci- 
procity, with all the advantages that 
I have described and that I earnestly 
and sincerely believe will follow its 
adoption, we must take it now, or
